Alexandria, August 6.— The vicinity of 
Ramleh is quiet to-day.

The place 
e engagement is named Esbet Kur- 
shid. General Allison estimates the ene- 
my's loss between two and three hundred. 
One officer of a Mustaphesin Reg- 
iment and fourteen men were 
taken prisoners. They state that 
the enemy's force consisted of a battalion 
of Second Infantry Regiment, twelve hun- 
dred strong, and nine hundred of Mus- 
taphesin Regiment. The prisoners, in order 
to test them, were offered the option of 
returning to the enemy's camp. They all 
refused, saying there was great discontent 
in Arabi Pasha's camp. They say Arabi 
sent as prisoners to Cairo some officers who 
asked what they were fighting for. The 
prisoners reckon the rebel force at Kafr-el- 
Dwar at sixteen-thousand. 

News from Egypt August 7, says the 
Arabs are intrenching between Aboukir 
and Ramleh. The number of Arahs killed 
in Saturday's engagement is placed at 350. 

Alexandria, August 8.— The guns of the 
ironclad Temerarie, lying opposite Ram- 
leh, cover the ground between the British 
lines and the outposts of the enemy. The 
Tameraire has just begun firing, in conse- 
quence of the outposts making a forward 
movement. After a few shots from the 
Temeraire the enemy left their position. 
The enemy is entrenching at Sandy Ridge, 
where his principal resistance was made 
Saturday, and behind which numerous 
tents proved that re-enforcements have ad- 
vanced to the ridge from Kafr-el-Dowar. 
The Khedive will to-morrow issue a proc- 
lamation declaring Arabi Pasha and his 
followers rebels and accusing Arabi of the 
massacre and pillage of the 11th of June, 
and being the cause of the destruction of 
Alexandria and the massacres at Tantah 
and Bonha.

STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 

r rtsh Ifol Uiplo.lon of I he Boiler Of Ihe 
■tooo>«r«»ld Du.l on the Haaiaslppl-Ihe 

Hickman, Ky., August 8.— At 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the steamer Gold 
Dust exploded her boilers about three 
hundred yards above the elevator at this 
place, burned to the water's edge and 
sunk. The exact number of killed and 
wounded is not known, but is estimated 
at twenty-four killed and forty-eight 
wounded. 

The wounded are: Captain McCord; L. 
8. Gray, pilot; Sol. Price, mate; Laughless, 
second clerk ; Pat. Daniel, cabin watchman ; 
John O'Niel, deck-hand; Tom. Beck, deck 
sweeper; James Nkhol, sailor, the baker; 
three cooks, Mr. Bridges, Mrs. Thompson 
Pat. Fitzgerald, ten deck passengers; Dad 
Dunham, second mate. 

In addition to eighteen missing, the fol- 
lowing have died from their wounds since 
the accident ; Billy Ingram, third cook ; 
John Lytle, second pantryman; William 
Traverse, bar-keeper; Peter Winter, second 
porter; Jim Jerry, captain of the watch; 
Walter Howard, roustabout ; Charley Wil- 
liams, second barber; Manuel Victor, deck 
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One hundred and six people were on 
board when the disaster occurred, most of 
them being crew and deck passengers. 
Many were killed outright at first and the 
bodies burned in the wreck. At present 
writing fifteen are still missing, most of 
whom are dead. Citizens who witnessed 
the explosion report that simultaneously 
with the explosion a rumbling sound, like 
an earthquake, was heard. The fore 
cabin and pilot house were blown 
up and then fell with a crash. 
The ladies' Tear cabin remained in place. 
In the pilot house were two pilots and a 
lady, a Mrs. Smith, of Pennsylvania, who 
was blown some distance in the air. 
Strange to say. neither was seriously hurt. 
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mailiaand Cairo lines of railroad meet. 
They have four guns and 2,000 infantry. 
Stone Pasha expresses great indignation at 
the conduct of De Lesseps, who refused to 
furnish him a launch to convey him from 
Ismailia to Port Said.

The Strangeness or Suicide. 

Why should a man be more inclined 
to brave the solemn realities of death by 
jumping into the rapids of the deep 
Niagara than into the ouiet muddy 
Thames? While some philosopher, 
such as, say Ruskin, may be left to 
solve the problem to his own satisfac- 
tion, at least, the strange fact may be 
stated for the consideration of those 
devoted to psychological phenomena. 
Official records show that in 18*1 there 
were 277 bodies tished up from the 
Thames.the circumstances of drowning 
not being certainly known. We have 
it on the authority of an old and trust- 
worthy resident of Clifton that during 
the summer season alone of last year 
thirtv bodies were discovered between 
the Falls and Queenstown, in almost 
all cases the circumstances of drown- 
ing not being certainly known. If we 
assume that the same proportion of 
cases in each instance are" those of sui- 
cide—and so far as circumstantial evi- 
dence goes, the majority of cases 
of "found drowned" are suicide- 
then we have a startling disparity 
when we compare the population about 
Niagara, which cannot be more than 
40,000. including visitors, to the popu- 
lation around the Thames at London, 
which will number 5,000,000. The pro- 
portion of such mysterious cases of 
death stands against Niagara as 12o to 
9. That this proportion is not far from 
the truth may be judged from the fact 
which nearly every well informed resi- 
dent, of the Falls and vicinity recog- 
nizes, that a large number of bodies 
are seen in the river, and tished out and 
buried, which are not officially report- 
ed. The finding of a body under or- 
dinary circumstances is too common 
a story to raise great excitement 
about or cause unusual astonishment, 
and people who have no special rea- 
son to think of foul play do not care to 
put a municipality to expense or them- 

evcry time a body washes against the 
bank or goes tossing around the whirl- 
pool. So a shove off into the river 
again or a quiet burial in a srove about 
the banks closes up the stray volume of 
a human life completelv until the day 
when the seal of all human mysteries 
shall be broken. Doubtless in some 
cases the story is one of simple acci- 
dent, but in too many instances it is 
believed that if the tale could be read 
it would be that of disaprjointment ia 
love, or money, or more* frequently, 
perhaps, of indulgence in strong tlrinK 
combined with want of employment. 
Some stranger — he may be a penniless 
immigrant looking for work, or he may 
be a wealthy European searching for 
some new form of idleness— strives 
against his incubus till in madness and 
impa'tience he rushes in where angels 
fear to tread. To sink to-day under a 
perplexity which to-morrow would have 
seemed but a summer's cloud over the 
face of the water — to rush recklessly 
to-day into the realities of a world the 
passing thought of which yesterday had 
blanched the cheek and cheeked the 
throb of a confident heart — withal to 
leap with faculties awake and eyes 
wide open into a river whose sweeping 
rapids and remorseless roar seem to 
embody the aspect and voice of Eter- 
nity itself, is a thing; which Baffles our 
philosophy. — Toronto Truth.

1 he Hair Fair at Morlans. 

The June number of a German maga- 
zine contains an account, apparently 
from an eye witness, of one of the most 
unique markets of Europe — the human 
hair market at Morlans. Morlaus is a 
small town in the old Land of Bearn, 
now a portion of the modern department 
of the Lower Pyrenees. It is unknowi 
to the rest of the world, save, perhaps, 
to Palis, where it has a reputation as 
the seat of the great market of human 
hair. This market is held every othei 
Friday. Hundreds of trafficking hair- 
dressers then throDg to the little place 
from far and near in order to buy the 
hair of the young peasant girls fresh 
from the head. The dealers wander up 
and down the long, narrow, high Btreet 
of Morlans, each with a huge pair of 
bright shears hanging from a black 
leather strap around his waist, while the 
young girls who wish to part with thtii 
hair stand about in the doorways, 
usually in couples. The dealing is car- 
ried on ia the best room of the house. 
The hair is let down, the tresses combed 
out, and the dealer names his price. 
This varies from three to twenty francs. 
H a bargain is struck, the dealer lays 
the money in the open palm of the 
seller, applies his shears, and in a min- 
ute the long tresses fall on the floor. 
The purchaser rolls up the tresses, 
places them in paper, and thrnsts them 
into his pocket. The writar says that it 
is very rarely that a maiden can contem- 
plate her fallen tresses disappear into 
the dealer's pocket without a gueh of 
tears. But she consoles herself by ex- 
claiming, "Well, it will grow again," 
and by looking at the money in her 
hand.— London Globe.

In disposing of 
froit and vegetables in this manner, a 
proper attention to appearances will j 
pay. If a farmer has a lot of early ap- ! 
pies, he is apt to shake them from the 
trees, pick them up, large and small, 
bruised and sound, and throw them all 
together into the body of his wagon; 
here, on the way to the place of sale, 
they are still further bruised, and are 
not very tempting to the purchaser. 
Even for a near market, it will pay to 
present the produce in an attractive 
manner. Instead of this rude way 
with apples, let them be picked and as- 
sorted, making two grades to take to 
market, and one to leave at home fot 
the pigs. Instead of throwing them 
in a heap into the wagon, they should 
be placed in boxes, baskets, or even 
barrels, for transportation. It will pav 
the farmer to have a number of bushel 
boxes. These would be more conve- 
nient for occasional marketing, and fot 
many uses at home. 

If, instead of fruits, vegetables are 
taken to a near market, equal care 
should be taken in making a good ap- 
pearance. Beets, carrots, and othei 
roots should be washed and bunched, 
tomatoes carefully selected, and placea 
in boxes, to prevent crushing. 

Early apples sent to city markets, if 
of choice kinds and well selected, will 
usually bring good returns. They musl 
be gathered before thev become" soft, 
and be carefully handled. Half-bar- 
rels are convenient packages for these, 
butthey may be sent in bushel crates, 
which one can make himself. — Amtri- 
can Agriculturist.
